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PREFACE TO FIRST EDITION 

This list is in no sense an index of Government publications, but only an enu- 
meration of the volumes wbich constitute the set of Congressional documents, 
with the number or numbers contained in each. The contents of the individual 
volumes are indicated only ii» the case of such as contain each not more than 
three separate documents, when the subject to which each document relates is 
noted. It is thought that this will add much to the value of the lists for purposes 
of reference. To extend this, however, to other volumes would be inconsistent 
with the object in view. 

The documents of the first fourteen Congresses are not included, chiefly for the 
reason that the state papers or documents of the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives for that period have not been published in such form that a satisfactory list 
of volumes can be given. All the important documents, however, of these Con- 
gresses have been brought together and arranged according to their subject- 
matter, and published in the American State Papers. Documents are occasionally 
enumerated which are not found in the volume said to contain them, omitted, it 
is supposed, chiefly because they were not furnished the Public Printer. To 
specify such omitted documents has not been practicable. 

The regular classiflcation of documents as executive and miscellaneous began 
with the Thirtieth Congress. The first is supposed to embrace all documents sent 
to the Senate or House of Representatives by the Executive Departments ; the 
second all other documents, excepting reports of committees, ordered printed by 
either House. This distinction is, however, not always maintained. 

Except as otherwise indicated, the volumes of this series are octavo.

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PREFACE TO SECOND EDITION 

The first edition of tlie Checklist of Public Documents proved so acceptable to 
officers of the Government, librarians, and all who had occasion to consult the 
printed records of the public service that when it was exhausted the .publication 
of a new edition became a necessity. Mr. Ames had prepared the ' ' copy " for such 
an edition before my appointment, and he very kindly turned his manuscript over 
to me. In it he had incorporated a new feature which he deems of much impor- 
tance, namely, the serial numbers which will be found in the first column of the 
tables of Congressional documents, pages 9 to 94. These numbers have been used 
by Mr. Ames for some years, and he recommends their use to librarians generally, 
on the ground that by affixing them to their volumes of documents they can make 
references without the necessity of giving titles. The numbers are pi-inted for the 
convenience of those librarians who choose to adopt them, and are made the basis 
of the index which is appended to the present publication. They also serve the 
interesting purpose of showing that the Congressional documents of the sheep- 
bound series have reached the rather imposing number of 3,344 portly volumes 
since the numbering of documents began in the Fifteenth Congress. 

Mr. Ames's manuscript has been considerably added to since it came into my 
hands. 

Among the more important additions are the tables of the Statutes at Large and 
the Revised Statutes, of the publications of the Post-Office Bepartment and the 
Department of Justice, of the Patent Office Official Gazette, and of the various 
Government catalogues — the latter of which it is believed will be found especially 
interesting and useful, though it is not claimed that it is complete. The list of 
explorations and surveys has been much enlarged, and the descriptive list of the 
Atlas which accompanies the Rebellion Record has been added. The tables of 
documents for the second and third sessions of the Fifty-third Congress and of the 
publications of the Eleventh Census have been completed. Most important of all 
the additions are the Table of Contents and the Index. A marked improvement, 
suggested and carried out by Mr. Harold Benedict, chief proof reader at the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, is the recasting of the whole list of Congressional docu- 
ments into tabular form. 

The work of compiling the additional lists which appear in the present edition 
has been done by Miss Adelaide R. Hasse, librarian of this office, assisted by 
information and suggestions from Mr. John H. Hickcox, cataloguer, also of this 
office, and a few other document experts. The valuable " Note on the Earlier 
Congresses" was compiled by Mr. Hickcox. 

That the work is a complete checklist of public documents is not by any means 

asserted; but it comes nearer to being so than any preceding publication, and the 

collection of material for a new and more complete edition will be at once begun 

and steadily continued. There is apparently no reason why, with care and effort, 

a substantially complete list of the public documents of the United States from 

the foundation of the Government may not be compiled and published a year or 

two hence.

Notes on the Earlier Congresses 



The Congressional documents from the First to the Fourteenth Congress, inclu- 
sive, are contained quite fully in the series of folio volumes known as American 
State Papers, printed 1833-1861. 

This work was published under the provisions of an act of Congress approved 
March 2, 1831. The act provided that the documents should be selected from the 
archives of Congress by the Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of the House 
of Representatives, and printed under their supervision. They are divided into 
ten classes, according to the subject-matter, each class being arranged chrono- 
logically. 

A comparison of the contents of these volumes with the imperfect collections of 
original editions extant reveals the fact that they are reprints of nearly all, if not 
all, such original editions, and that many more appear in print for the first time 
in this publication. In the preface to the first volume issued the compilers say : 
" The great mass of these documents were to be found only in the archives of the 
two Houses. No complete set of them existed in any other place. * * * In 
addition to this, many exist only in the manuscript records of the two Houses." 
In a later communication to Congi'ess, transmitting two volumes, it is stated that : 
"One of them comprises all the Congressional documents upon Indian affairs [one 
of the classes] from the beginning of the Government up to the commencement 
of the Fourteenth Congress." 

The series of American State Papers is comprised in 38 folio volumes, and con- 
tains publications of great importance and of the highest historical value. Each 
volume is indexed. 

A consecutive series of numbers, as at present, was first applied to the pub- 
lished documents of the House of Representatives at the commencement of the 
second session of the Thirteenth Congress, in December, 1813. The Senate papers 
have such number from the first session of the Fourteenth Congress, December, 
1815. Since December, 1818, each series of documents has its own index, and of 
late years a copy of the index has been bound vsdth every volume.

Debates and Proceedings of Congress 



PROCEEDINGS OF CONGRESS 

Tlie record of the proceedings of the Congress of the United States is found in 
the following series of publications, viz : Annals of Congress, Register of Debates, 
the Congressional Globe, and the Congressional Record ; the first containing that 
of the First CongTess to the Eighteenth Congress, first session, inclusive ; the sec- 
ond, that of the Eighteenth Congress, second session, to the Twenty -fifth Con- 
gress, first session, inclusive ; the third, that of the Twenty-third Congress to the 
Forty-second Congress, inclusive; the fourth, that of the Forty-third Congress to 
date. It will be observed that the Register of Debates and the Globe overlap each 
other, so that the proceedings of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Congresses 
and the first session of the Twenty-fifth Congress are embraced in hoth. 

\/annals of congress 

As indicated by the title page, these volumes contain a record of "the debates 
and proceedings of the Congress of the United States, with an Appendix, contain- 
ing important state papers and public documents and all laws of a public nattire, 
with a copious index, compiled from authentic materials." 

The running page title of the first two volumes, which were compiled by Joseph 
Gales, sr., and published in 1834, is "Gales & Seaton's History of Debates in 
Congress," and of the other volumes published, 1849 to 1856, ' ' History of Congress." 

They contain by no means a full report of Congressional proceedings, but only 
an abridgment of the more important debates, prepared by the compilers from 
reliable contemporaneous records. Of the Senate proceedings, until 17Q4, only 
the most meager record is found, as the Senate sat with closed doors up to the 
second session of the Third Congress. The proceedings of the two Houses are 
arranged separately by sessions, and not by days, as in the Congressional Globe 
and Record, so that the record of each House is consecutive through the entire 
session. 

These volumes contain not only the record of the proceedings of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, but in the Appendix incorporated in the last volume of 
each Congress are found the most important executive and other documents 
appertaining to, and all laws of a public character passed by, that Congress. 

By joint resolution of March 3, 1849, and by act of Congress of September 30, 
1850, the Secretary of the Senate and Clerk of the House of Representatives were 
authorized to subscribe on trshalf of Congress for 2,000 copies of Annals of Con- 
gress from the commencement of the First Congress to the second session of the 
Eighteenth Congress. The Annals were compiled and published by Gales & 
Seaton. 

■ REGISTER OF DEBATES 

The title of these volumes differs but little from that of the Annals of Congress, 
being "Register of Debates in Congress, comprising the leading debates and inci- 
dents of each session, together with an Appendix, containing the most important 
state papers and public documents to which the session has given birth, to which 
are added the laws enacted during the session; with a copious index of the whole." 
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No part of the proceedings of the two Houses of Congress is given except what 
involves debates or some incident novel or important in its character, and there- 
fore worthy of preservation. The debates are not in all cases literally reported, 
but their substantial accuracy may be entirely relied upon. 

The record of each House is arranged by sessions, as in the Annals, excepting 
that contained in the first volume, which is by days, as in the Globe and Record. 

In the Appendix attached to the last volume of each session are printed the 
messages of the President, the most important reports from the several depart- 
ments of the Government and of the leading committees of each House of 
Congress, and all acts passed during the session. 

The Register was compiled and published by G-ales & Seaton, the first volume 
being issued in 1835 and the last in 1837. Provision for the purchase of these 
volumes for the use of Congress was made from time to time, either in the way 
of a general appropriation for books for the Library of Congress or of a special 
appropriation for the Register. 

'"^ THE CONGRESSIONAL GLOBE 

This series, up to the close of the Thirty-first Congress, as indicated on the title 
page, contains "Sketches of the Debates and Proceedings" of the two Houses of 
Congress. The title is then changed by the omission of the words "sketches 
of the," impljang thereafter a fuller report. 

The appendixes, in addition to speeches in full, or but slightly abridged, of 
Senators and Representatives on important questions, which were withheld for 
personal revision and not printed in the body of the Globe, contain also, to ths 
close of the Thirty-ninth Congress, messages of the President and reports of 
Cabinet officers, and from the second session of the Thirty-second Congress, the 
laws of the United States passed, and to the first session of the Thirty-seventh 
Congress, a detailed statement of the appropriations made during each session, 
An index, covering the session to which it belongs, is, with a few omissions, 
found in each volume excepting the second session of the Forty-second Congress, 
of which the index is printed in a separate volume. Each of the appendixes has 
an index of its own. 

The Globe was edited and published as follows : By Blair & Rives to the close of 
the Thirtieth Congress ; by John C. Rives to the close of the first session of the 
Thirty-eighth Congress ; by P. & J. Rives to the close of the Thirty-ninth Con- 
gress; by P. & J. Rives and George A. Bailey to the close of the series. The 
work was supplied to Congress under resolutions of either House providing, from 
time to time, for its purchase for the use of Senators and Representatives. The 
first volume was published in 1834 ; the last in 1873. 

V^THE CONGRESSIONAL RECORD 

By act of March 3, 1873, it was provided that " the debates of Congress shall he 
printed by the Congressional Printer, under the direction of the Joint Committee 
on Public Printing on the part of the Senate," and on March 21, 1873, Senator 
Anthony, then chairman of the Senate Committee on Printing, reported that in 
compliance with this provision Mr. D. P. Murphy had been appointed Oficial 
Reporter of the Senate, and that the debates of Congress would be published at 
the Government Printing Ofl&ce in the Congressional Record, which arrangement 
was approved by the House. 

Thus the Globe was superseded by the Record, which, from and including the 
Porty-third Congress to the present time, has been printed at the Government 
Printing Office from stenographic reports supplied by the official reporters of the 
Senate and the House. 
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All extraneous matter has been excluded from this series, the contents of the 
several volumes being strictly limited to the proceedings of Congress. The appen- 
dices contain only speeches which, for one reason or another, were not inserted 
in their proper places in the Record. Except in cases in which the Record for the 
entire session makes but a single volume, the index for each session is printed 
in a separate volume, instead of being included in each volume of the series, as 
is the case with the Globe.

^ AMERICAN ARCHIVES Folio 

By act of March 3, 1833, the Secretary of State was authorized to contract with 
Matthew St. Clair Clarke and Peter Force for the publication of a work entitled 
" The Documentary History of the American Revolution." This work is known as 
American Archive , and as originally projected was to comprise six series, con- 
sisting of a collection of authentic records, state papers, debates, and letters, and 
other notices of public affairs, the whole forniing a documentary history of the 
origin and progress of the North American colonies, of the causes and accomplish- 
ment of the American Revolution, and of the constitution of government for the 
United States to the final ratification thereof, covering the period from the dis- 
covery and settlement of North America to the ratification of the Constitution of 
the United States. 

Of this work only the fourth and a portion of the fifth series have been published. 
The fourth contains 6 volumes, relating to the period from the King's message 
of March 7, 1774, to the declaration of independence by the United States in 1776. 

It was intended that the fifth series should cover the period from the declaration 
of independence in 1776 to the definitive treaty of peace -with Great Britain in 
1783, but of this series only 3 volumes were compiled, extending from July to 
December, inclusive, 1776. 

The work therefore comprises the following volumes :

AMERICAN STATE PAPERS Folio 

This series of documents was published by Gales & Seaton under the provisions 
of the act of Congress approved March 2, 1831, of joint resolution of March 2, 1833, 
and of act of June 13, 1858. Twenty-one volumes were prepared under the provi- 
sions of the first-named act and resolution, and 17 volumes under those of the last 
act. They comprise the most important executive and legislative documents of 
the United States, selected by the Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of the 
House of Representatives with great care from the mass of manuscript and printed 
papers in the offices of the two Houses of Congress and in the several Executive 
Departments of the Government. 
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They are divided into ten classes, according to the subject-matter, the documents 
of each class being arranged chronologically, as follows :

The Coast Survey vras established by an act of Congress approved February 10, 
1807, and reorganized under the provisions of an act approved July 10, 1832. 
Reports of progress were made in 1816 and 1818, when the work of the survey was 
suspended until 1832, since which date an annual report has been issued. 

Provision was made in act of March 3, 1871, for extending the triangulation of 
the coast survey, so as to form a geodetic connection between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific coasts of the United States. Beginning vsith that of 1878, its reports have 
been entitled Report of the U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

From 1851 these reports have been issued in cloth as bureau publications, and in 
leather as Congressional documents. From 1851 to 1858, inclusive, they are 
included in the executive documents of both the Senate and House ; from 1859 
to 1875 in those of the House ; from 1876 to 1883 in those of the Senate, and from 
1884 to date in those of the House.

The War Department was organized under the provisions of an act of Congress 
approved August 7, 17M9. Reports were from that date made hy the Secretary, 
which are found among the documents of the Senate or House. The annual report, 
however, does not form a separate volume until 1849. 

The volumes above enumerated contain the reports of the Secretary and of the 
subordinate officers of the Department, including those of the General or Lieuten- 
ant-General of the Army, the Adjutant-General, the Judge-Advocate-General, the 
Quartermaster-General, the Commissary-General, the Surgeon-General, the Pay- 
master-General, the Inspector-General, the Board of Commissioners of Soldiers' 
Homes, the Board of Visitors to the United States Military Academy, the ofiScer in 
charge of the publication of the Rebellion Records, the Record and Pension 
Division, the Chief of Engineers, the Chief of Ordnance, and the Chief Signal 
Officer. 

These volumes are embraced in the executive documents of Congress, bound 
in leather; from 1849 to 1 8.^)8, in both the Senate and House series; from 1859 to 
1862, in the Senate series only ; and from 1863 to the present time only in that of 
the House. They are included also in "Message and Documents," published 
annually by Congress, and are furthermore issued In a separate edition as depart- 
mental and bureau documents.

The Department of the Interior was organized under the provisions of an act of 
Congress approved March 3, 1849, by which act the Patent Office and the Census 
Office were transferred from the Department of State, the Land Office from the 
Treasury Department, the Indian Office from the War Department, the Pension 
Office from the War and Navy Departments, and placed under the jurisdiction of 
the Secretary of the Interior. Since that date the Bureau of Education, the United 
States Geological Survey, the Office of the Commissioner of Railroads, and the 
Bureau of Labor have been established and attached to the Department, and a 
number of institutions and offices of the Government, not connected with any of 
the above-named Bureaus, have also been put under its supervision, all making 
their annual reports to the Secretary. 

These volumes are included in the executive documents of Congress bound in 
leather ; from 1849 to 1858 in both the Senate and House series ; from 1859 to 1861 
in that of the Senate only ; and from 1863 to the present time only in that of the 
House. They are included also in "Message and Documents," published annually 
by Congress, and furthermore are issued in a distinctively departmental edition, 
while of the reports of the several bureaus and offices a bureau edition is also 
published.

The Patent OfBce -was originally connected -with the Department of State, but 
was transferred to the Department of the Interior upon its organization in 1849. 
From 1837 to 1843 it issued brief reports in pamphlet form, but subsequently in 
volumes, as above enumerated. Prior to 1863, when the Department of Agri- 
culture was established, the report on agriculture was prepared and published by 
the Commissioner of Patents, and forms a volume, or part of a volume, of his 
annual reports, the first being that of 1840. 

These reports, except vol. 4, 1869 ; vols. 3 and 3, 1870, and vols. 1, 3, 3, 1871, are 
included in the set of Congressional documents bound in leather, forming a part 
of the executive documents of the House of Representatives. Those of 1849 to 
1858, inclusive, are included also in the executive documents of the Senate. A 
separate edition bound in cloth was also published. 

In 1873 the OfBcial Gazette, a weekly publication, was substituted in the place 
of the annual reports, when the publication and distribution of the latter ceased. 

An index to the Gazette is issued annually.

The supervision of Indian Affairs was originally committed to the Secretary of 
War. Under him was appointed first a superintendent of Indian trade, who sub- 
sequently became Superintendent of Indian Affairs. By act of Congress approved 
July 9, 1832, provision was made for the appointment of a Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, to be an officer of the War Department. 

On the organization, however, of the Department of the Interior in 1849, his 
office was made one of the bureaus of said Department, with which it has since 
been connected. 

Annual reports of the Commissioner have been issued since 1832. They form a 
part of the reports of the Secretary of War or of the Secretary of the Interior, and 
are therefore found among the executive documents of the Senate or House. They 
are also included in "Message and Documents," and are furthermore issued in 
separate volumes as bureau publications.

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This Board was organized by authority of an act of Congress approved April

2, 1867. It was made an office of the Department of the Interior July 1, 1869. Its 
publications comprise annual reports, circulars of information, and miscellaneous 
papers. The first report was issued in 1868, which is found in v. 13, House, execu- 
tive documents, Forty-first Congress, second session. A special report on educa- 
tion in the District of Columbia was published in 1871. 

Its regular series of annual reports begins with that of 1870. These are issued 
as publications of the bureau, are included in the annual report of the Secretary 
of the Interior and accompanying documents; also in the series known as "Mes- ' 
sage and Documents," and, furthermore, form a part of the leather-bound set of 
House executive documents. 

The circulars of information are issued only as bureau publications at irregular 
intervals, and in pamphlet form. The same is true, with few exceptions, of the 
miscellaneous publications, of which no list is given, as they are not so classified 
or numbered as to make this possible without giving tte title of each.

The office of Attorney-General was created September 34, 1789, and his duty 
defined to be "to prosecute and conduct all suits in the Supreme Court in which 
the United States shall be concerned, and to give his advice and opinion upon 
questions of law when required by the President of the United States, or when 
requested by the heads of any of the Departments, touching any matters that 
may concern their Departments." 

The Department of Justice was organized as an Executive Department June 
22, 1870, the chief offlcer being the Attorney-General. His duties, salary, and 
tenure remained as fixed by law, except as modified by the act creating the 
Department. (R. S. , v. 16. )

The Postmaster-General transmits reports from the following : Assistant- Attor- 
ney-General, topographer of the Post-OfQce Department, First, Second, Third, and 
Fourth Assistant Postmasters-General, General Superintendent of the Bailway- 
Mail Service, Superintendent of the Foreign-Mail Service, and Auditor for the 
Post-Office Department. The annual reports of the Postmaster-General are 
included in the House Executive Documents and in the Message and Documents. 

The Post-Oface was temporarily established by law, under the Constitution, Sep- 
tember 22, 1789, and a Postmaster-General was authorized to be appointed, to be 
subject to the direction of the President of the United States in performing the 
duties of his of&ce and in forming contracts for the transportation of the mail. 
His powers and salary, and the compensation to the assistant or clerks and depu. 
ties which he should appoint, and the regulations of the Post-Offlce were to con- 
tinue as they last were under the resolutions of the late Congress. This act was to 
continue in force until the end of the second session of the First Congress, and 
was further continued by the acts of August 4, 1790, and March 3, 1791, to the 
end of the first session of the Second Congress. 

The acts of February 20, 1792, May 8, 1794, March 2, 1799, April 30, 1810, and 
March 3, 1825, established at the seat of Government of the United States a Gen- 
eral Post-Office, established post roads within the United States, and provided for 
the appointment of a Postmaster-General and assistants, and deputy postmasters 
at all places where they should be found necessary, and prescribed in detail the 
duties of all such officers. 

By act of June 8, 1873, the Post-Office Department was established and made 
one of the Executive Departments.

This publication superseded the lists of post-offices issued by the Post-Office 
Department from 1789 to 1874, the publication containing lists of post-office orders, 
rulings, etc., each number averaging 375 pages. It was published quarterly until 
September, 1879, when it became a monthly, averaging about 80 pages to a num- 
ber, except the January number, which each year averaged from 650 to 840 pages, 
including indexes of post-offices, etc. 

From 1874 to 1877 it was published by Hurd & Houghton ; from 1877 to 1880 by 
H. O. Houghton; from 1880 to 1887 by Houghton, Mifflin & Co., Boston, Mass. ; 
1887-8, by R. R. Donnelly & Sons, Chicago; 1888-90, l)y Brodix Publishing Com- 
pany, Washington; January 1891, to October 1891, Sadler Publishing Companj', 
Baltimore : 1891 to date, George F. Lasher, Philadadelphia. The editions prior to 
1874 are as follows: 1803, 1825, 1828, 1830, 1855, including all regulations; 1857, 
including all regulations and laws in force ; 1866, 1867, 1870. The editions of 1855, 
1857, and 1866 were printed by private concerns, but were purchased and distrib- 
uted by the Government. The editions of 1867 and 1870 were printed by the 
Government and called Post-Office Directory.

The Department of Agriculture was organized in 1863 and placed under the 
direction of the Commissioner of Agriculture. The Commissioner was superseded 
by the Secretary of Agriculture by act of February 9, 1889, when the Department 
became one of the Executive Departments of the Government, the eighth, and its 
head a Cabinet ofScer. Its first report was issued January 1, 1863. 

Prior to 1863 the Commissioner of Patents issued the annual report on Agricul- 
ture, forming, from 1849 to 1861, a volume by itself. (See list of Patent Office 
Reports.) Previous to 1849 the Report on Agriculture was incorporated in a 
single volume of Patent Office Reports, published annually. 

Some of these volumes are included in the leather-bound edition of Congres- 
sional documents, being found among the executive documents of the Senate or 
House, or both. All of them have been issued in cloth binding.

The Smithsonian Institution was founded upon the bequest of James Smithson, 
of London, England, who gave his entire property to the United States to estab- 
lish an institution for the increase and dififusion of knowledge among men. It 
was incorporated by act of Congress approved August 10, 1846. 

The first report was issued in 1847, and an annual report thereafter. The vol- 
ume, however, containing the report for 1853 embraces the essential portions of 
preceding reports and is now considered the first of the set. 

Many of these volumes are included in the leather-bound edition of Congres- 
sional documents and are found among the miscellaneous documents of the House 
of Representatives. All of them have been issued in cloth binding. 

In addition to the annual reports the Institution issues two series of publica- 
tions, viz: Contributions to Knowledge (4°), and Miscellaneous Collections (8°). 
Of the first, 28 volumes have been issued; of the second, 37. These, being exclu- 
sively publications of the Institution, are not public documents, and are there- 
fore not included in any governmental series.
